rate of tax on unearned income is 
approximately double the rate on 
earned income. Under the present 
law, the tax department states that 
very few individuals- have incomes 
which can be classed as entirely un- 
earned. The majority of large tax-

come. The proposed law makes no 
distinction between so-called earned 
or unearned income.

PURPOSE OF INCOME TAX BILL 
TO SHUT BURDEN, IS CLAIM 


Senate Bill No. 21, the proposed 
new state income tax, law, is large­ 
ly designed to relieve the excessive 
burden on real property according 
to Lyman Baker, deputy-tax com­ 
missioner. The rate of tax on the 
net income of corporations in the 
proposed law is the same as under 
the present law. 
The individual 
rates are widely different. 
Under the present law, the in­ 
come of individual is classified as 
earned or unearned income. Earned 
income includes all income received 
as wages, salariesj Hie» >nd the 
profits derived from aqy business 
organized as a corporation. Unearn­ 
ed income includes dividends 
on 
shares bf sto^ik, rents, interest on 
mortgages, notes, bonds and other 
interest bearlhg securities. 
The 
rate of tax on unearned income is 
approximately double the rate on 
earned income.' Under the present 
law, the tax department states that 
very few individuals have incomes 
which can be classed as entirely un­ 
earned. The majority of large tax­ 
payers have approxipiately an equal 
amount of earned and unearned in­ 
come. The proposed law makes no 
distinction between so-called earned 
or unearned income. 
Under the proposed law, an indi­ 
vidual .having a net income above 


exemption» amounting to $2,000 will 
pay a tax of $20.00. Under the old 
law, the same individual having a 
$2,000 income, half earned and half 
unearned, paid a tax am ounting to 
$7.50.

ANTIMASK BILL' 
TO BE PASSED. 
IN THMOUSE 


Heavy For It In Senate Brings 
^ 
Predictions of Victory 
In House 


SIX 
SENATORS 
OPPOSE 


With only six 
dissenting votes 
the state senate late Saturday pass­ 
ed Senate bill 14, the measure for­ 
bidding the wearing of masks or re­ 
galia by members of the Ku Klux 
Klan. 
The hill will now be messaged to 
the house and the indicatici'ns arc 
that it will be passed there also. 
The six senators who voted against 
the passage ot the^ bill this after­ 
noon were Gross, Ingerson, Mikle- 
thun, Olson of Barnes, Patten and 
Whitmer all of them Nonpartisana. 
The other senators who opposed the 
recommendation th at the bill should 
be put on for final passage Friday 
switched today and voted with the 
majority. 
An attem pt by Senator Ingerson 
to amend the bill failed. The friends 
of the measure were in no mood for 
any compromise and although 
the 
amendment would only have provid­ 
ed th at nothing in the bill should 
interfere with the right of a person 
to cover his face in cold or incle­ 
m ent w eather' it was voted down. 
- 
Senator “Called" 
■ 
Senator Garberg, Nonpartisan of 
Adams county made the only ad­ 
dress before the bill came to a vote. 
“I want it distinctly 
understood 
th at I am not voting against 100 
percent Americanism,” he said. 
“I know the gentleman.who talked 
here the other night declared that 
the Klan was 100 per cent American 
but I have read remarks th at he 
has made along th at line before. I 
know he was wrong then and he may 
be now. 
Senator Olson of Barnes county 
was called to order by Lieutenant 
Governor Frank Hyland when he 
arose to explain his vote. 
“I am voting against this bill be­ 
cause I see no need for it in this 
state,” he declared after prefacing 
his remarks with the statem ent that, 
he was not a member of the Klan. 
I believe that the bill was intro­ 
duced to breed hatred and preju­ 
dice.” 
“The senator is out of order in­ 
terrupted Lt. Gov. Hyland at 
this 
point. There is no reason to ques­ 
tion the good faith of the senators 
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who introduced this bill and it 'is 
against the rules of the senate to 
do so. 
^ M r . Olson attempted no further 
explanation but was recorded aa 
voting “no" on the bill. 
Since the measure carried 
the 
senate by more than a two-thirds 
vote the emergency clause which it 
bore also carried. If it carries the 
house by an equal majorityi it will 
become effective as soon as it is 
signed, by the governor. 
Debate Tax Bill 
There was some debate 
in 
the 
senate on Senate Bill 
68 
which 
would have the effect of validating 
the acts of school districts which 
have issued w arrants in excess of 
five per cent of their assessed val­ 
uation. The passage of the bill was 
urged by Senator Garberg who said 
it , was badly needed by many of 
the districts in the western^ part of 
the state. 
“It may be needed there,” 
said 
Senqjpr Eastgatc of Grand Forks, 
“but if it permits this incrca.scd 
levy in future it may spell ruina­ 
tion to many of' the farmers in tho 
valley. Our school taxes there arc 
as large as we can stand now." 
A fter some further debate the bill 
was pul a t the foot of the calendar 
and will be taken up again Mon­ 
day. 
Another bill qlong .the same line, 
validating the acts of city officials 
was passed without opposition how­ 
ever. 
Senator Ingerson's S. B. 41 which 
permits school boards to have plans 
for one and two room school build­ 
ings to cost «less than $5,000 drawn 
by someone other than a licensed 
architect was passed. The bill as 
originally drawn would have done 
away with the portion of the law 
requiring architects to draw plans 
for any school buildings, but was 
amended to put the limit of such 
exemptons a t $5,000. 
Several other measures were pass­ 
ed. They included Senate Bill Cd 
requiring all notaries seals to bear 
the name of the notary, and S. B. 
30, introduced by Senator Stevens 
desigfned to bring mining corpora­ 
tions attem pting to sell stock in 
North Dakota more thoroughly under 
the control of the Blue Sky commis- 
aron, and S. B. 64 to regulate flying 
over North Dakota. 
Ten bills were introduced in the 
senate during the afternoon. 
The 
most im portant of these was S. B. 
208 introduced by Senator Thorson 
of Grand Forks, chairman of the 
senate committee on taxes and tax 
laws. It urovides for the establish­ 
ment o f' county 
budget 
systems 
along the linos advocated by the 
association of county auditors. 
* 
Cigarette Bill In 
The biennial question of licens­ 
ing the 'Sale of cigarettes -in North 
Dakota cropped up again this time 
in the shape of .Senate Bill 202 in­ 
troduced by Senator McCoy of Rich­ 
land county.

Dakota cropped up again this time 
in the shape of_Senate Bill 202 in- 
troduced by'SehatojTSIcCoy of Rich- 
land county.

and would 'permit their sale under 
a tax of from three cents to five 
cents per package. The tax would 
be collected by means ot stamps 
printed by the state treasurer-'and 
to affixed to all packages of cigar 
rettes sold in the state.

WHEN YOU’RE OLD 
Ili.s llOth birthday will be celebrated April 12 by Joseph 
Allen Uiissell, at his home in I.ampasas, Tex. 
It mu.st be­ 
wilder him as he thinks back and contemplates the changes 
he ha.s lived through. 
1813, the year of Russell’s birth, America was rath er a 
dull place to live, excepting for exciting war news. The war 
with Great Britain continued, though rather sporadically. 
Perry won his naval victory^ on Lake Erie. 
Meantime, the 
British blockade of our coast ports was drawn tighter. 
No transportation of goods for export was perm itted, 
e.xcept by .special presidential permit. 
Creek Indians wore on the warpath in the south. 
. 
The national governm ent’.s expenses during the year 
fotuled !f3fl, 190,520. 
This figure, considered terrific in those 
days, created much opposition to continuance of the war 
With Rritain. 
It was a big event for people of 1813 when they got, 
sandwiched between their war news, the announcement th at 
the first ferry-boat had been making trips between Brooklyn 
and New York. 
The public in 1813 objected strenuously to a special war 
tax of $2 to .$20 apiece on carriages, which reminds you of 
modern auto taxes. 
Maybe, after all, there were lots of interesting events in 
1813 that weren’t recorded because there were so few news­ 
papers. Even Boston had no daily newspaper until 1813. 


In 1823, when Russell was 10 years old, events were more 
Interesting. 
New Hamp.shire had become a great m anufac­ 
turing state, with 28 cotton factories, 20 iron mills and 22 
Yl’stil]erie.s—which many wets will consider about the right 
proportion. 
Liquor .seemed to keep great minds busy in 1823, Thomas 
Ewbank inventing a process of plating lead pipes with tin, 
for “stills.” 
Nicholas Longworth, of Cincinnati, in 1823 began the 
m anufacture of wine from muscatel grapes. 
During the year, Commodore Porter led a naval force 
against the W est Indian pirates and dispensed them . 
The 
puldic cheered, but a more im portant event was the setting 
up and starting of the first American steam-power printing 
press bv Benthuy.sen, Albany (N. Y.) printer. 
Congress in 1823 made its first venture in railroad legisla­ 
tion. incorporating a company to build a railroad from 
Philadelphia to Columbia, Pa. 
This was considered decid­ 
edly less important than the completion of the Champlain 
Canal, connecting Hudson River with Lake Champlain . 


Yes, Joe Russell has lived through tremendous changes. 
He saw a backwoods America develop into the richest and 
most powerful nation in all history. 
It makes you wonder whether you also will not see 
equally great changes if you, like he, live to 110. Life seems 
startling, magical, today. 
And yet our marvels of 1923 will 
be anitquated before the century is up, and will be laughed 
at as old-fashioned by the people of the year 2000.
